Sister Was Born Dead; New 
Medical Feat.

Chicago, Feb. 8.—(AP)—The sepa­ 
ration by surgery of the “Siamese 
twins," a week old, to save the life of 
one of them after the other had died, 
has 
been 
reported 
from 
Ryburn 
memorial hospital at Ottawa, Illinois. 
The twins were born February I to 
Mrs Frank Seller. 
They were joined 
in the lower part of the abdomen in 
such a manner that the same blood 
coursed through both bodies. 
Each 
weighed about 5% pounds. 
Dr. Paul R. Clark .said one of the 
twins cried lustily at birth. The other, 
also a girl, showed no signs of life, 
save circulation

Efforts to start life in the body of 
the other infant failed. Using a make­ 
shift incubator built by the physician 
and the father of the twins, they were 
taken to the Ryburn hospital.
